le On 7 January 1952, the Slovenskeho Narodneho Povstania Barracks (Barracks of the 
Slovak National Revolution), formerly Stefanik larracks in Trencin (P O/T 58), was 
occupied by a unit of soldiers with red~bordered black epaulets, It was located just 
southeast of the main railroad station, on the north side of the road to Opatova 
which is situated ) km northeast of Trencin, and consisted of 5 uprassotery buildin: 
frontinz on the strest, an undetermined number of low brick bul dine and 5 to 7 lox 
wo.den buildings in the rear section of the installation. The billeting area was 
enclased by an iron fence, about 2 meters hich, along the street, a nesh wire fence 
alon: its east side and a board fence along its north side, One company with h 
officers was observed drilling without weanons in the billetinc area. Two sedans wer 
also seen there, 4 horse-drawn military vehicle passed through the vate, * 


2, The Old farracks, formerly the Lesaryk Barracks, :as occupied by an unidentified uni 
on 7 January 1952. It was located on the eastern side of Lenin Street on the south 
eastern perineter of the city and consisted of an old tyo=story buildinz enclosing 
avard, The sentry at the large gateway was armed with a submachine gun. A horse. 25X1 
drawn military vehicle was seen enterinz the barracks install-tion, *

he A construction site, about 300 meters sq:are, was located about 299 neters fron the 
headquarters building. twelve four-story buildincs, each about D0 nesters tone, under 
coustruction, and two large excavations for foundations were noticed there in 
addition to 15 to 29 sheds and low wooden buildiacs, Construction work was done ly 
civilian workers, Three ofcicers were sean enterinz the site, The arar was suarded 
by persons who wore civilian clothes and were arned with carbines,

A cepot consisting of ahout 15 low iron but idings with unidentified contents was 
locate’ north of the Istebnik station at the northeastern verinetor of Trencin,
